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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Responsive to the action mailed February 20, 2004, Applicants elect, provisionally, the 
following disclosed species for prosecution on the merits, to which the claims shall be restricted 
in no generic claims is finally held to be allowable. Presently, claims 1-3, 9-12, 15, 31, 39 and 
43-49 are indicated to be generic for all sets of claim groups. 

In SET A (Groups 1-2), Applicants elect, provisionally, Group 2: claims 6-8 and 25, 
wherein the set of non-conducting filling or weft yarns comprises the relatively more coarse 
yarns and the set of non-conducting warp yarns comprises the relatively more fine yarns. 

In SET B (Groups 3-4), Applicants elect, provisionally, Group 3: claim 13, wherein the 
spacing is symmetrical. 

f In SET C (Groups 5-6), Applicants elect, provisionally, Group 5: claim 16, wherein the 

material is hydrophilic. 

; In SET D (Groups 7-8), Applicants elect, provisionally, Group 8: claims 19-22, wherein 

the power source is direct current. 

In SET E (Groups 9-13), Applicants elect, provisionally, Group 13: claim 30, wherein the 
electrical conductor elements comprise a conductive yarn or thread. 
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In SET F (Groups 14-20), Applicants elect, provisionally, Group 20: claim 23 and 33, 
wherein the attachment is weaving. 

In SET G (Groups 21-22), Applicants elect, provisionally, Group 22: claims 41 and 42, 
wherein the core comprises insulating material and the sheath comprises the electrical 
conductance heating element. 

In SET H (Groups 23-24), Applicants elect, provisionally, Group 24: claims 51-53, 
wherein the source of electrical power is direct current. 

In SET I (Groups 25-26), Applicants elect, provisionally, Group 25: claim 54, wherein 
the elements of the woven fibrous body are hydrophilic. 

These elections are made without traverse.
